The expenditures on highways has been $2,055.75 more than 
the appropriation of one half of one per cent on the valuation of 
the town. Over this item the selectmen have no control and are 
accountable for only a small part of it. 

The expenses of the Board of Health have been unusually 
heavy on account of the prevalence of contagious diseases. and 
the town pauper bills a great deal more than in any year for a 
good while.
